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Vote Counting In 
Texas Election 
Still Under Way 


Lunacy Trial Plan 
Appears Certain 
Of Being Beaten 


By The Associated Press. 


Votes were still being counted 
today on a proposed Texas consti- 
tutional amendment to permit lu- 
nacy trial without jury, but theie 
appeared little chance it could come 
from far behind and pass. 


At noon the Texas Election Bu- 
reau, an unofficial vote-gathering 
agency, announced this late but in- 
complete tabulation : 


For the lunacy amendment, 133,- 


835. Against the amendment, 142,- 
260. 


These votes were tabulated from 


249 out of 254 countlnes with 75 ot 
the counties complete. 


Of the nine other amendments 


voted on in Tuesdays' special elec- 
tion, Texans had definitely defeated 
two. Two passed. 


The names of 16 board of educa- 
tion members chosen in the elec- 
tion were known. But the Texas 
Klectlon Bureua, unofficial vote- 
counting agency, -was still check- 
ing ballots on five close races. 


An amendment to raise legisla- 


tors' pay to $3,600 a year and pro- 
vide for sessions every year in- 
stead of every two years took tne 
worst beating Nearly 75 per cent 
of the votes were against it. 


The other beaten 
amendments 


would have repealed the polli tax 
as a. voting requirement, allowed 
women to slrve on Juries, prov ded 
for county civil service, Provided 
for hospital districts, provided for 
city-county health units, and pro- 
vided for county pensions. 


Tho amendments that passed 


will allow rural fire 
prevention 
districts and give the legislature 
more leeway 
in regulating the 
terms and 
sessions 
of 
district 


courts.

Any such action would have to 
take 'the form of a recommenda- 
tion to congress. 
The answer to the question, Mr. 


Truman aserted, Is a categorical 
no. As long as he Is President of 
the United tSates, he said, the val- 
ue of gold is fixed. 
Truman Hopes For 
Peace With Russia

can get along with Russia.

Both the CIO political action 


committee and the AFL's political 
organization 
Issued 
statements 


calling the Tuesday balloting a 
clear sign that the nation's voters 
haven't changed their minds about 
Mr. Truman's proposals since el- 
ecting him President In 1948. 


A top Republican, Harold E. 


Stassen, also recalled last year. 
The results of this week's elec- 
tions, he said, "re-emphasize the 
very serious nature of our defeat 
In 1948." 


But New York's Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey, Mr. Truman's GOP op- 
ponent in 1948, saw things In a 
different light. Dewey backed the 
losing candidate In the New York 
senate election which saw former 
Democratic Gov. Herbert H. Leh- 
man defeat Senator John Foster 
Dulles. 
. "The result of the senatorial el- 
vJction," said Dewey, "la a setback, 
and not a gain for the policies' d'i 
the national administration, since 
Senator Dulles ran well ahead of 
local tickets all over the state." 
Stassen, In his talk at a national 


press club luncheon in Washing- 
ton yesterday, said the Republican 
party must "rebuild." 


This should be accomplished, he 
added, not by 
throwing anyone 


out of the party, but rather by 
urging the older members to "move 
over and make room" for younger 
people. 


Jnck Kroll, director of the CIO 


political action committee, summed 


p^ the election results this way: 
"I thjnk it Is reasonable to ex- 
pect th'at members of congress at 
the next session will keep In front 
of them the Nov. 8 returns and 
push forward tho fair deal pro- 
gram of health legislation, repeal 
of Taft-Hartley, broadened social 
security coverage, civil rights leg- 
islation, and other matters neces- 
sary for the security and welfare 
of the people."

State Of Siege 
Is Proclaimed By 
Colombian Chief 


BOGOTA, 
Colombia, Nov. 10— 
(/P)—Colombia's Conservative gov- 
ernment has decreed a state of 
siege and suspended all sessions 
of the Liberal-dominated congress 
in a move climaxing weeks of pre- 
election clashes in which hundreds 
reportedly have died. 
Censorship of press and 
radio 
was ordered by President Mariano 
Osplna Perez. 


(News of the state of siege was 
filed last night by the Associated 
Press correspondent in Bogota and 
was not received In New- York un- 
til this morning). 
The state of siege' was proclaim- 
ed lastt night after troops cordon- 
ed off Colombia's capital building 
and stood guard throughout 
the 
country to suppress any further 
outbreaks of the bitter, 
fighting 
which has raged for the past month 
between Liberals and/ Conserva- 
tives. 


The president also suspended ses- 
sions of departmental assemblies 
and municipal councils. 
Widespread rumors of assassina- 


tion atempts against political lead- 
ers were denied officially by the 
national radio. 


Many business places In the cen- 
ter of the city closed early yester- 
day afternoon as 
troops 
began 
moving through the streets. 
The Conservative 
government 
Imposed at 9 p, m. to dawn curfew 
In Bogota and in Call, Colombia's 
fourth largest city, to keep every- 
one off the streets at night. 
Troops were dispatched to st 
teglc points throughout the coun- 
try. Government buildings 
were 
put under heavier guard. Congress 
members and newspaper reporters 
were barred from the capital build- 
ing. 


Speculation grew that the Army 
might take over power from 
the 
civilian government to curb 
the 
bloody outbreaks between Conser- 
vative and Liberal party suppor- 
ters. 


Such action might postpone the 
balloting scheduled Nov. 27 to name 
a successor to Conservative Presi- 
dent Perez,

Texas Aluminum 
Plant Planned 
Henry J. Kaiser 


DALLAS, Nov. 10.—UP)—Henry 
J. Kaiser today said he Is consider- 
ing building an aluminum plant in 
Texas. 


He called for an expanded na- 


tional economy with more liberal 
depreciation provisions for capital. 


"What this country needs is a 


$300,000,000,000 economy and an ac- 
celerated depreciation law. 
Then 
this nation's Industries will really 
go places," Kaiser said In an In- 
terview. 


The industrialist stopped in Dal- 
las en route to Oakland, Calif. 
Kaiser said Texas had three es- 
sential requirements for an alum- 
inum plant. He listed raw materi- 
als, power and demand. If busi- 
ness conditions turn out as bright 
as he believes, the Kaiser Co. "will 
have to build a plant here,'^, he 
said. 
Kaiser said his company and 
others would be helped immeasur- 
ably if Congress would enact an 
"accelerated depreciation law." 
Herald a 2(J year period for de- 
preciation Is now required. A flex- 
ible depreciation period similar to 
the wartime 5 year period, he said, 
would tend to increase risk capital 
and permit industrial expenston, 
Kaiser commented that eventual- 


ly Texas will not only produce 
Kaiser automobiles for Its own mar- 
ket, but would also produce in 
quantity for shipment to 
other 
parts of the country.

Chlng'went to the White House 
and- reported that Lewis, Instead 
Of showing'up for the peace talks « 
scheduled for this morning, 
had 
sent a wire saying he would see 
he mediators on Monday. 
When'he left the White House, 
htng told reporters he would tell 
he' mine owners here for the oon- 
erence to go on home. 
He said he had < other plans and 
would be too busy to see Lewis on 
Monday. 
Chlng added: 
' 
"I haven't any plans at this time 
'or calling any further meeting! 
n the'coal dispute." 
He hedged that a bit later, how- 
ever, by saying that he was not 
ruling out the 
possibility that 
another government effort to pro- 
mote peace might be made. 
Asked If he expected President 
Truman to take any action In the 
coal dispute In view of today's de- 
velopments, Chlng said:

Testimony Of Bolivian Pilot About 
Crash Fatal To 55 Given To CAB 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—GW— 


Erlck Rlos Brlxoux, Bolovlan pilot 
of the P-38 which crashed into an 
Eastern Air Lines plane killing 55 
persons, told Investigators he had 
reported trouble before he started 
his. landing descent. 
In a deposition put into the rec- 
ord ' of a Civil Aeronautics Board 
accident hearing, Rlos said the 
Washington National Airport con- 
trol1 tower "answered me 'O. K.'" 
He', said ho had reported trouble 
but advised the tower he did not 
think It was an emergency. 
Rlos said he heard the tower's In- 
structions to land In secon4 place 
on runway three because airplanes 
were waiting to land. 


He told the tower, Rloa said, "I 


am going to land on runway num- 
ber three. I am having a little 
trouble with the right engine. 


"They answered me—called

Diamond With 
Curse Proves 
Radioactive

NEW YORK—How would you 


[Ike a diamond with a curse? 
This diamond Is radioactive—so 
much so that It's dangerous to 
wear It. Rays shooting out from 
t can kill living flesh and bone. 
Tho gem will take its own picture 
lust by being placed against pho- 
lographle film. 
Th0 diamond Is small, weighing 


ess than one carat. But scientists 
say it is four times more radio- 
active than a comparable mass 
of pure uranium or thorium. 


How the stone got that way Is a 
mystery. John A. Hardy, a con- 
sulting engineer, tells about it In 
'Gems and Gemology," a Jour- 
nal of the Gomologlcal Institute 
of America. 


Originally the diamond had a 


deep lively green color, he said. 
It come from (Belgium In 1938, but' 


KADIOACTrVE diamond takes) 
picture of Itself In test at Uni- 
versity of Michigan. 


he doesn't know anything more 
about its history. 
The green color changed sud- 


denly to a golden vcllow in 1940 
when a jeweler accidentally heat- 
ed the stone too much while shav- 
ing down its heavy setting. After 
scientists Inspected It, tho owner's 
wife Immcdiaely stopped wearing 
It. The radoactlvity had already 
started to attack the calcium in 
tho bone of her finger. 


University of Michigan'"scient- 


ists found the diamond Is shoot- 
ing out electrons and alpha par- 
ticles, which are the nuclei 
or 


cores of helium atoms. Its radio- 
activity is apparently due to one 
form of radium, they said. 


One possible explanation Is that 


the diamond had once been pack- 
ed close to radium or radon ' In 
the earth. 
Heavy atomic centers 


or nuclei from the radium pene- 
trated deep Into the diamond. 


At Harvard, It was found that 


diamonds, which are pure carbon 
will change to a green color and 
become radioactive when they are 
bombarded with deuterohs In a cy- 
clotron. Hardy's stone was bom- 
barded at the University of Mich, 
lean In 1942, and it changed back 
to Its original green color. It has 
kept that color since.

Experi- 
ments with isolated muscle 
groups a number of years 
ago bore out this supposi- 


Now it is suggested that 


there is a mental 
change, 


.which might be called the 
onset of boredom, which oc- 
curs before the physical er- 
rors which a worker begins 
to make in a long continuous 
task or in many repetitiona 
of a short task. Scientists at 
the research laboratory of 
Tufts College believe the 
boredom of a long or repeat- 
ed task, rather than fatigue 
in the muscles, may bring on 
weariness. 


Knowing that it may be- 


gin with 
boredom rather 


than with fatigue will not. 
make weariness any leas 
wearisome, but it may point 
toward more effective ways 
to relieve and prevent weari- 
nes>. It has long be.en known 
that brief periods of relaxa- 
tion^ of 
doing 
something 


else, will help a worker to 
keep going longer at a tedi- 
ous job. Music often helps 
tool Perhaps better ways to 
relax the mind, 'as well as 
the., muscles, might be of still 
more help.

dug into policy-making matters 
Tuesday night and came up with 
this unanimous decision: 


AH past policies regarding con- 


trol over students, their relation- 
ships and off-the-campus activities, 
will be continued. 


The board also acted on the Tra- 


vis school controversy over Ter- 
rlto Park by tossing the matter, 
In efect, into the lap of the Soft- 
ball Association. Travis PTA has 
urged removal of the high fence 
surrounding the park. 
in rcauirmlng past policies, 


the trustees announced that the 
district's 8,000 pupils—when In 
the immediate vlclnltv of school 
—will remain under the control 
of teachers, principals »nd the 
administration, Supt. W. H. Nor- 
wood* said. 
It was reported there had been 


some confusion relative to «chool 
authorities' "jurisdiction" over stu- 
dents. It had been the past policy, 
Norwood said, that children en 
route to school, 
and 
returning 


from school, still were under con- 
trol of the teaches. 


And during school hours, stu- 


dents "must come directly to the 
campus" when In the immediate vi- 
cinity of the school, It was an- 
nounced. 
"We have got to keep students 


from congregating In great num- 
bers on the streets," 
Norwood 


said. 
The attendance policy also was 


reaffirmed by the board. Students 
will be given the opportunity to 
waks up their lost work. Norwood 
pointed out that a girl who Is 
absent while 
"going to 
Dallas 


with her rich mother to buy a 
dress" should be treated no dif- 
ferently from the poor man's son 
who drops out 
occasionally 
to 


work. 
The student council will be en- 


couraged to participate In school 
matters, but It will be left under 
the control of teachers and admin- 
istrators, Norwood said.

wood, was that the request should 
be directed to the Softball organ 
Izatlon.

Texas Highway Patrolman Jack 


Galnes told the Lions Club Tuesday 


I that " Navarro county's 
slippery 
'^hlghw.ay shoulders are a big factor 


in local traffic accidents. 
"Until the shoulders are fixed, 


we're going to have lots of property 
damage and loss' of lives," the of- 
ficer declared at the weekly club 
luncheon in Navarro Hotel. 
Speaking on "Highway Safety" 


Galnes reminded his audience that 
"driving is a 100 .per cent job, and 
you must be alert at all times to 
operate a vehicle safely." 


Galnes reported that Texas high- 


way traffic has increased 17 per- 
cent over last year, and that tho 
Department of Public Safety Is 
doing Its best to reduce accidents. 


"Fifteen per cent of the drivers 


cause 85 per cent of the accidents," 
the patrolman declared. "It's that 
15 per cent we're after. But they 
keen watch for one of those black 
and white (patrol) cars, and when 
they see one they're good boys."
